Pottsville hospital, of which $25,000 
is for improvements; by Mr. Eaches, 
Berks, requiring cities of third class 
to furnish booths of wood am! glass 
for protection of traffic officers; by 
Mr. Viekerman, Allegheny, empower­ 
ing the state treasurer to procure 
bonds for state officers and employes, 
the cost to be paid out of state funds. 
Mr. Viekerman introduced 
a second 
bill repealing the act authorizing the 
state treasurer to appoint a deputy 
state treasurer and corntmissioncr of 
trusts. 
A bill introduced by Mr. Hetrick, 
Dauphin, provides for destruction and 
prevention of the spread of chickory. 
Land owners 
are 
required, 
under 
penalty of a $15 fine, to cut the weeds 
before the seeds mature. 
The bills were introduced 
without 
a reading. Six others presented were 
held up by order of the speaker. None 
of the bills were referred to commit­ 
tees. 
More Highway Funds 
Resolutions submitting to the peo­

CARPENTERS ASK 
IO CENT INCREASE 


Have Selected 
An 
Opportune 
Time To Make Their De­ 
mands, Is Opinion. 


Eighteen carpenters in Gettysburg, 
representing three-fourth of the total 
number employed here, have served 
notice on local building contractors 
th at on and after March I, next, they 
will demand 60 cents an hour for 
their work. 
If granted by the con­ 
tractors, this will mean an increase 
of IO cents an hour over the rate now 
in force. 
One contractor, this morning, de­ 
clared he had not decided whether to 
meet the demands of the men or re­ 
fuse. 
Ho said that other contractors, 
likewise, had made no decision on the 
m atter. 
The ultimatum of the con­ 
tractors, of wh:<*h there are five in 
G ettysburg, is expected before long. 
It is evident that the carpenters 
have selected an opportune time to 
make their demands carry weight. 
Contractors and carpenters alike ad­ 
mit there is plenty of work ahead for 
the coming spring. 
Any shortage in 
men would seriously hinder the con­ 
struction work, much of which has 
already been contracted for. 
Sixty cents an hour is not a new 
high figure for local carpenters 
to 
establish. During the war period and 
until 1920, sixty cents an hour was a 
common figure for carpenters and even 
apprentice labor in the building trades. 
However, in 1921, wages of carpenters 
were reduced to 50 cents an hour and 
have remained at th at figure since 
that time.
